Roosevelt, and Secretary Algjer.; "San- 
tiago. July Zi, 180S. My Dear Mr. Sec- 
retary:—! am writing with the knowl- 
edge and approval of General Wheeler. 
We earnestly hope you will send us 
most Of the regulars, and at any rate 
the cavalry division, including the BoUtfh 
Riders who are as good as any regulars 
and three times as good as any state 
troops, to I'orto Rico. There are 1,SU0 
effective men in this division. If those 
who were left behind wen? joined to 
them, we could land at I'orto Kico in 
this cavalry division close to 4,000 men 
who would be worth easily 10,00(1 Na- 
tional Guards armed with black powder 
Spriuguelds or other archaic weapons. 
Very respectfully, Theodore Roosevelt" 

The following was cabled to Col. 
Roosevelt to-duy: "Your letter of 23rd 
received. The regular army, the volun- 
teer army and the Hough Riders have 
done well, but I suggest that unless you 
want to spoil the effects and glory of 
your victory, you make no invidious 
comparisons. The Hough liiders are no 
better than other volunteers. They had 
an advantage in their arms, for which 
they ought, to be very grateful. (.Signed) 
R. A. Alger, .Secretary of War." 

ARCHBISHOP WALSH.

The battle over the constables began 
in earnest to-night, -Mr. Whitney making 
a vigorous onslaught on the government 
all along the line* and particularly con 
demning it. for holding a summer session 
for the purpose of taking the settlement 
of the constables' votes out of the baud; 
of the courts. 

The Premier spoke from 10 to 31:!5( 
p.m., defending the course of the' govern 
ment generally. Regarding the con 1 
stables' vote he said the government 
would introduce a bill directing the Court 
of Appeals to hear it stated case- on th 
subject at the earliest possible date, with 
the provision that in the event of the 
courts deciding that the constables have 
not the right to vote, elections the result 
of which is thereby effected shall 
fought over again. 

The following was the speech from the 
throne: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Leg- 
islative Assembly: 
I have great pleasure in welcoming you 
to your legislative duties at this our first 
meeting of the assembly since the last 
general election. I hnve directed that 
the order in council authorizing the is- 
sue of the proclamation culling together 
the legislative assenily, with the report 
upon which the order in council is based, 
stating the reasons for summoning yoa 
to meet Ut this early period of the year 
shall be laid before you without delay. 

His Excellency the Earl of Aberdeen 
has announced his intention of retiring 
(rum 'the exalted position of Governor* 
General of Canada before the expiration 
of the full term for which he was ap- 
pointed. This announcement has evok- 
ed expressions of regret from all classed 
of our people, in whose well-being auJ 
happiness His Excellency and tile Count- 
ess of Aberdeen have during their resi 
deuce in Canada taken so deep an in 
terest. Their Excellencies' participation 
in all philanthropic movements and en 
terprises, their hearty co-operotlon in all 
good work, their patriotic devotion tc 
Canada and their constant study of Can 
adian interests, will always he grate 
fullv remembered by the people of this 
province. While we regret the dep.x.'t- 
ftre of Their Excellencies, it is a source 
of gratification to believe that their in- 
terest ill Canada will not cease with His 
Excellency's term of office as Governor- 
General.

CHINESE COMPLICATIONS. 

Natives Placidly Awaiting ft Struggle 
Between Russia and Great Britain 
— Railway Concessions. 

London. Aug. 4. — A despatch from IV 
kin to u local news agency s:iyn: "Ef- 
forts are being made by the British 
colony at Ncwclnmg iu conjunction with 
the Japanese to obtain concessions for 
the neighborhood ns a proposed railway 
terminus, Newchang is a town and 
treaty port ill the province of Leap Tong, 
on the navigable river Liaou, near the 
Gulf of Pecbili. The matter has been 
inferred to the local tuotai (the ruler of 
two or mure departments of a province 
united into a too), whose dilatoriness in 
disposing of it is declined to be due to 
Russian bribes. It is impossible to over- 
estimate the importance of obtaining 
proper footing in a region where already 
Russian influence preponderates. 

A great proportion of the Newchdni 
tn de is in American goods, and this 
fact renders the co-operation of the 
United States Minister and his support of 
the British demand necessary, for the 
gravity of the situation is understood. 
Letters have been received from leading 
British merchants in North Chirm con- 
tinuing the reports of the state of mi 
easiness prevailing among the Chinese 
who regard the issue between Russia and 
England us likely to decide the future 
of China. 

An imperial decree was issued to-day 
establishing a central bureau of mining 
and railway administration tinder the 
presidency of two Cabinet ministers. 



Washington, Aug. 4.— There wns an 
expectation at the state department that 
perhaps toward the close of the after- 
noon some word might be received from- 
Spain through the French ambassador 
in reply to the President's deliverance- 
yesterday on the subject of i>eace condi- 
tions. This expectation was based upon, 
the fact that the terms themselves hail 
not been modified in any essential point, 
so that there was little occasion for pro- 
ioi'i'ing discussion by the Spanish Cab- 
inet which was presumed to luiye thor- 
oughly considered this matter before 
sending the lirst reply.

Miijor-Goneral Shafter, Sir:— In the 
meeting between general und medical of- 
ficers called by you at the palace ihit- 
morning we wore ulL, its .you know, un- 
animous in the view as to what should 
be doue with the army. To keep us hero, 
in the opinion of every ofllcer command- 
ing a division or brigade, would simply 
involve the destruction of thousands. 
There is no possible reason for not slip- 
ping practically the .entire command 
north at once. Yellow fever cases are 
very few iu the cavalry division where 
1 command, and in one or two of the bri- 
gades there is not one true case .of yel- 
low fever except one sent to the hospital 
at Siboney where they contracted it. Lu 
this division there .have been 1,500 cases 
of malarial fever. Not .a .man has died 
from it, hut the whole command is so 
weakened and shattered as to be ripe for 
dying like sheep when .a .real yellow 
fever epidemic strikes .us. Quarantine 
against malarial fever is much like 
quarantine against toothache. We are 
certain that as soon .as the authorities 
lit Washington fully appreciate t he con- 
ditions that the army will be sent home. 
If there were any- object in keeping us 
here we would face .yellow fetter with as 
much indifference as w face lxullets, hut] 
there is no object. The four immune 
regiments ordered 1k>iv.' -are sufficient ra 
garrison the city and surrounding towns 
and there is absolutely nothing fur us to 
do here and has not been since the .city 
.surrendered. It is impossible ,to move 
into the interior. Every shifting camp 
doubles the sick rate in our present 
.weakened condition -arid, anyhow, the in- 
terior is rather worse than the coast, 
for I have found by .aatunl ireaonuols- 
sance that the four pneseat camps are 
as healthy as any turnip at this .end of 
the island can lie. I write only ibecause 
.1 cannot see our men who ifarught so

The govern-' 
rncnt lias not yet entered upon an .eie 
gi:gemeilt regarding the terms for son- 
eluding the war with tlie United States 
The cabinet will follow the advice of 
the leaders and will leave to Ibe crown 
the liberty of choosing new advisers. 

All the lenders consulted thus far 
have observed the strictest reserve, with 
the exception of Senor Iiomero y Pob- 
Udo, the leader of 111.- Weylerite party, 
who declares himself in favor of con- 
tinuing the war.

London, Aug. -1. — The Madrled corres- 
pondent of the Times says; 'i'huugJi 
peace is regarded as assured, it may 
not be attained so quickly as is general- 
ly expected.

Capt. Moore laid out the 
townsite of Skagway eight years ago, 
built the first and only first class wharf 
that Skagway has, and the only wharf 
where a vessel can land during the 
heavy gales, for which' the Alaskii'eonst 
is noted.

INDIFFERENCE 01'' VIC- 
TORIA. 



The Law 'Society wishes to entertain 
Baron Hciselioll tit a bniiquct. This is 
very proper, li is wholly praiseworthy 
that some notice should be taken of the 
visit of an ox-Lord Chancellor oE the 
United Kingdom. But Lord tlerschell 
is not visiting Canada us an ex-occupant 
of the Woolsack. He comes us the head 
of the British commission, which is to 
nieet in Quebec Cor the settlement of all 
■natters in dispute between the Dominion 
and the United States. In their settle- 
ment British Columbia has the greatest 
possible interest; yet we have not yet 
observed any disposition on the part of 
the people of this province, except so 
far as the Colonist and the Kootcnuian 
may be said to speak for the people, to 
concern themselves in the slightest de- 
gree about it. When there is a chance 
to find fault with some one there is no 
lack of seal. There is not the least doubt 
tbat if the Quebec conference shall ar- 
rive at any decisions, which do not seem 
favorable to this province, the Hoard of 
Trade will place on record a token of its 
disapproval, but if there is the least in- 
tention on the part of any one to see 
that steps are taken to place the views 
of British Columbia before the British 
commissioners, it has not come to the 
notice of this paper. 

Under these circumstances the Colonist 
•will undertake as best it can to make 
out, what it. conceives to be the case of 
British Columbia in the premises. It 
does not claim that it possesses all the 
information necessary for that purpose 
-or that its judgment is any more apt to 
lie correct than that of any individual 
citizen, but only eighteen days remain 
before the conference will assemble, and 
4is no official body has given the slight- 
est intimation of an intention to move in 
llto matter, we do not feci that the case 
should be allowed to go wholly by de- 
fault. We desire that any views ex- 
pressed on this subject by this paper 
tmculd be criticized by correspondents, 
to whom every reasonable latitude will 
.he given. 



Bluff and rerry connection with Victoria. 
Other suggestions may occur to other 
people, ami the Colonist would bo very 
glad to print them. The things above 
mentioned are only what the Island 
ought to have under any circumstances, 
but the present seems to be the time to 
agitate for them, in view of the surrend- 
er which Canada for imperial reasons 
may lie called upon to grant. 

Is it necessary to remind the people 
of Victoria that the present is a very 
critical position in the history of this 
cityV They read the signs of the limes 
<o very little purpose who do not see 
how the future of the city is threatened 
by influences, against which it is use- 
less to protest and almost hopeless to 
expect successfully to compete. At. the 
rate of progress being now made in 
Kootenny, that portion of the province 
will soon be commercially indifferent to 
the coast. Vancouver possesses an im- 
mense advantage in being on the Main- 
kind ami the terminus of a trans-contin- 
ental railway. Victorians should not de 
ccive themselves ns to (he future. Tin 
evuits of the next few years will large 
ly decide the future of this city, and 
this is n matter coming directly home 
to those persons who have large property 
interests here. If Victoria is ever .. 
b- anything more than it is now, if, in- 
deed, it is to retain its present position 
and influence, a sphere of business must 
be opened on Vancouver Island and in 
the Central and Northern poritious of 
i he province. We submit that now is 
tlie st opportune moment that has 

ever come or is likely to come in years, 
to press our claims upon the Dominion 
government, and it. ought not to be al- 
lowed to pass unimproved. 

The Colonist invites the expression of 
opinion from correspondents on this sub- 
ject in order that as strong a presenta- 
tion of the case as possible may be for- 
warded to the Premier before the cou- 
rt rente meets. 




IX EXCHANGE FOR SEALING. 

Assuming that Canada will be asked 
•to surrender the right to pelagic sealing, 
•what compensation shall be demanded V 
In answering this question, we premise 
that as such a surrender will involve not 
only the compensation of owners of seal- 
ers for capital invested, but the con- 
sideration of the claims of some two 
•thousand people dependent for a liveli- 
hood upon this industry, it: is obvious 
Mhat there is a local as well as a gen- 
eral aspect of the case. Canada may 
agree to surrender this right in consid- 
eration of some concession by the United 
States, and as between the two nations 
there may be an equitable quid pro quo, 
Ihnt this may or may not compensate 
British Columbia, ami British Columbia 
in this connection means substantially 
Victoria and Vancouver Island, for the 
^sacrifice of a permanent industry, where- 
3by some two thousand bread-winners are 
: given employment; What then, shall we 
. -ask in consideration of such a sacrifice? 
Manifestly if ought to be something 
which will give employment in lieu of 
'filial which must be given up. Equally 
self-evident is it that this is a detail into 
which the conference will not go, and 
one that must; be left for the govern- 
ment and parliament of Canada to deal 
with, wnen the time comes to giving ef- 
fect to the conclusions of the confer- 
ence. None the less, however, is it true 
that the government of Canada should 
be informed of the views of the people 
of this community in the matter, so that 
it cannot be hereafter said that these 
were not advanced at an early enough 
date to be taken into consideration. 

It, may, of course, be that the sealinf. 
rights will not be given up, but. our Im- 
pression is that the United States will 
press very strongly for their surrender 
and the fact that, the industry is so local 
An its nature will undoubtedly have 
influence with the Canadian commission- 
ers. Moreover, the matter of compen 
.sating the sealers for the money invest 
cd has been freely spoken of in the East- 
ern Canadian press as the easiest, and 
Willi plest way out of tin- difficulty. The 
Ulfct point that we wish to make is that, 
if it is proposed to surrender the seal- 
ing lights, no mere money payment to 
the owners of the sealing schooners will 
be regarded by the people hen- as sufli- 
cicnt. Whatever may be asked of tin 
United Stales in this regard, more than 
Ibis will be demanded by the people of 
Vancouver Island. 

If the sealing industry is to he given 
■up, the only adequate compensation 
would be the inauguration of such de- 
velopment projects on Vancouver Island 
•as would afford employment and facili 
fate settlement and the opening of the 
metalliferous mines. Among projects 
which may be mentioned in this con 
ner.tion are the extension of the 13. & 
N. railway to the north end of the Is 
Hand, or at least to Seymour Narrows 
with a view to a connection with n 
'-line on the Mainland for the opening of 
the central and nothern porltiou of the 
province; a railway up the west coast 
■of the Island as far as Barclay Sound; 
the establishment, of connection by rail- 
way ferry with the C.r.R... so that cars 
•could be run from Victoria to Ilalirax; 
'the subsidizing of the V. V. &'E., so as 
it" secure its construction to English 



THE WATER MUDDLE. 

It appears that there is a solution of 
the waterworks muddle and that the 
■?1."),0H0 by-law can be re-subniitted ir 
one-Df teen til of those entitled to vot 
petition the council for re-submission. 

This would require a petition signed by 
not more than two hundred taxpayers 
on property, each of wlioni would have 
to guarantee to pay the sum of fifty 

•ents each, which would fully cover the 
cos t . 

In view of this provision (if the law, if 
one or two citizens, who feel an interest 
in the matter, will take the matter up. 
they would doubtless easily get the requi- 
2 number of signatures, and as each 
subscriber to the petition would vote for 
the by-law there is very little doubt 
about its being carried, for the adverse 
vote is' likely to be very small. Only 
'270 votes were cast against the by-law at 
the former election and the opposition 
vote is likely to be even less at another 
election. The affirmative vote would be 
very much larger for mniiy persons, fav- 
orable to the by-law. neglected to go 
to the polls on May .'list. 

We hope that this way of settling an 
annoying and rather discreditable com- 
plication will be promptly adopted; but il 
will be necessary for some one outside of 
the city council to lake the initiative. 



THE CASSIA It ELECTION. 



The attack upon the government by 
reason of the Cassiar election has been 
of the grossest possible kind. Probably 
no worse falsehoods have ever been put 
in print in regard to any government 
than have been circulated by the oppo- 
sition press in connection with the Cas- 
siar election, for to take advantage of 
official po-ition in order to stitle the ex- 
plosion of public opinion nt the polls 
is as base an act as a government can 
commit; it strikes at the very founda- 
tion of our institutions. Yet this is what 
the opposition has charged, and though 
the allegation has been disproved it has 
not. been withdrawn. On tin- contr- 
ary a new charge has now been made, 
namely, that the election is void be- 
cause the government either iguorantly 
or wilfully fixed too late a date for poll- 
ing in all parts of the district, except 
Rivers Inlet. This false assertion will 
doubtless, like the previous one, he 
spread abroad all over Canada and be 
taken up by the papers, winch arc pre- 
judiced against Mr. Turner and his col- 
leagues and used not. only to their disad- 
vantage, but to that of the province, for 
it is perfectly true that allegations of 
coiruption and blundering on the part 
of the members of a provincial ministry 
do great harm to the province. At the 
risk of giving more space than perhaps 
ought to be devoted to the denial of 
what, is simply a series of common false- 
hoods, we wili deal with the Cassiar 
election at some detail. 

The Wtil for the Cassiar election was 
sent to .1. M. Lindsay, of Port Simpson, 
returning officer on Julie L8th and with 
it was a formal letter of instructions. 
Ali that was said in the letter regard 
ing the date of the nomination and dec 
tion was to call the returning officer's 
attention to sections 40 and 53 of the 
Act. These sections an- as follows: 

40. — I a the Electoral District, of Cas- 
siar the Returning Officer shall fix tin 
dav of nomination of candidates, nni 
also the time and places for holding the 
poll. 

58.— In the Electoral District, of Cas- 
siar the Returning Officer shall fix the 
dav for the holding of the polls in each 
station in the district. The day so 
fixed need not be the same for all the 
said polling stations, but the Returning 
Olltcer shall, in his discretion, fix for 
the holding of the polls lit each polling 
station the nearest, practicable day sub: 
sequent to the day fixed for the nomin- 
ation of candidates as aforesaid not 
more than twenty days after the day of 
nomination. 

These special provisions are called for 
because- of the remoteness of the several 
settled portions of Cassiar from each 
other. The date of. nomination in all 
other districts is fixed by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council, and the law 



specifies how long thereafter the election 
shall be held. 

Not only were no official instructions 
sent to the returning officer, but the 
Colonist is in a position to say that no 
member of the government, nor any per- 
son on behalf of any one of them ever 
made any suggestion directly or indi- 
rectly to the returning officer ns to 
the date for nomination or election, but 
that no members of the government nor 
any person connected with any of the 
public departments knew what dates had 
been fixed for the nomination and elec- 
tion or that any dates had been fixed, 
until the returning officer himself 
brought out word as to what he had 
done. The object of the returning officer 
in coming down was to get the names of 
the candidates printed on the ballots. 

We think the aforegoing statements 
effectually dispose of the allegation that 
there was any fraud, undue practice or 
misuse of office by the government, any 
member or members of the government 
or any person on behalf of them or either 
of them. 

On the second point that the fixing of 
August tith as a voting day renders the 
election void, it is to be premised that if 
this were the case, the fault would rest 
with the returning officer, in whom 
the law vests the discretion of fixing 
the day. Owing to the irregularity of 
mail communciation with the southern 
in rtion of Cassiar, it would be practical 
ly impossible for the returning office; 
to consult with the Attorney General, 
unless he very greatly delayed the elet 
tion. The law directs him to use his 
discretion, and it is to be assumed that 
if a man knows enough to he retlirnin; 
officer, he knows how to count twenty. 
But there is nothing in the point. Nomin- 
ation was on July 15; voting at Rivers 
Inlet was on July 30, and voting at the 
other polls oa August (>. The Opposition 
say that from July 15 to August is 
more than twenty days — that there are 
twenty-two days including polling day. 
Oa this point we refer to .section -I of the 
Consolidated Election Law, which reads 
as follows: 

4.— In reckoning time for the purposes 
of this Act, any day being a holiday, as 
lefineil by the "Interpretation Act" shall 
be excluded. 
The Interpretation Act provides: 
Sec. 10, sub. sec. 10. — The word "holi- 
day" shall include Sundays, New Year's 
Day, Good Friday, Easter Monday, Do- 
minion Day and Christinas Day, the days 
npiolnted by the celebration of the birth- 
day of Her Majesty and of Her Itoynl 
successors, and any day appointed by 
proclamation for a general fast or 
thanksgiving, and any day appointed by 
proclamation or order of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council as a holiday. 

July 15 fell on Friday. Hence July 
17 was Sunday, also duly 24, also July 
•'II, and the returning officer hud the 
right, under the law in reckoning the 
twenty days to exclude these days, and 
he appears to have done so, and have 
kept within the twenty days. Thus the 
case of the opposition falls completely to 
the ground, and nil the gross slanders 
that have been sent abroad in connec- 
tion with the Cassiar election are shown 
to have been without the shadow of 
foundation. 

Prominent in circulating' these slanders 
lias been the News- Advertiser, which 
takes its inspiration from Mr. Cotton, 
M.P.P. This paper is particularly se- 
vere in its* animadversions upon the At- 
torney-General for alleged ignorant or 
wilful disregard of the law. To this at- 
tack upon Mr. Eberts, the News-Adver- 
tiser adds: 

The more this Cassiar election affair 
is examined, the worse the uasayoriness 
of the whole business is seen to be. 
Everyone can realise the corruption and 
intimidation which is possible where the 
polling takes place on different days and 
thus affords opportunities for agents of 
the government to travel from place to 
place on their nefarious errand. But 
there is more than this. In such n dis- 
trict, where the urea is so huge, the poll- 
ing stations so remote from one another 
and— according to the contention of the 
government itself during the last, ses- 
sion of the legislature— hundreds of new 
voters, strangers, to one another ami to 
th(! officials, likely to claim tin.' right I i 
vote, what is to prevent an amount of 
personation and fraud almost incredible 
under ordinary circumstances and the 
effect of which would be to neutralize 
the legitimate political influence of the 
bona fide electors V Such suspicions will 
inevitably he felt, and the government 
has only itself to blame for them on ac- 
count of the extraordinary manner in 
which it has acted all along in regard to 
the elections in Cassiar. 

Than this it is not easy to imagine 
anything more tlioughly indecent. 
It is a base and deliberate slander. 
The News-Advertiser knew when it pub- 
lished the paragrapli quoted that the gov- 
ernment had simply followed out the law 
in regard to Cassiar and had not inter- 
fered in any way directly or indirectly 
with the action of the returning officer, 
On July -lut the Colonist quoted a para- 
graph from the 'News- Advertiser, charg- 
ing that the date of the election had been 
hurried on by order of the government, 
and after denying it ill general terms 
said: 

To make- the denial more categorical, 
so that the News-Advertiser cannot; say 
that the Colonist or the government is 
evading the issue or obscuring it. with 
words, we will add, speaking on the au- 
thority of the Premier, that the News- 
Advertiser is wholly untrue, and that the' 
dates for the nomination ami election in 
Cassiar were fixed by the returning offi- 
cer without any advice, direction or sug- 
gestion, direct or indirect, from the gov- 
ernment or aliy person entitled in any 
way, shape, manner or form to speak on 
behalf of the government or any member 
thereof, and that so fur as the govern- 
ment or any member thereof knows, the 
returning officer fixed the (lute acting 
wholly on his own discretion without ad- 
vice or suggestion from any one, and 
before the result of the voting on July 
Dtb was known. 

With this explicit and author! tnti/c 
statement, before it the News-Advertis'-r 
has the baseness to make the mean and 
cowardly Insinuations above quoted. We 
nrn nt. n Iosh for language adequately to 
describe such baseness, and It would he

Mr. Goschen's proposal that the col- 
ou i es should pay the cost of training 
naval reserve men, while, the Imperial 
government pays the retaining fees, 
is the first practical proposal for the 
creation of a colonial naval reserve, 
for which certain enthusiastic spirits, 
both in England and Canada, have been 
agitating for some years past without 
apparently making much impression on 
public opinion. The British navy now 
has over 100,000 men on the active list, 
having been increased by about. 25,01)0 
men during the last six years; there are 
10,000 pensioners who might be called 
upon, and a naval reserve of 25,000 
men, increased recently by 1,000 or 2,000. 
The lion, T. A. Brassey, speaking on 
naval affairs a couple of weeks ago, said 
that if Great Britain were plunged into 
war to-morrow with a lirst class naval 
power, or a combination of naval pow- 
ers, there would be an immense demand 
for ships and men. The ships could be 
had by paying for them; the men were 
not to be had unless they were pro- 
vided for beforehand. It was impossible 
to estimate accurately what number of 
men would be required in a naval war; 
it might be put at least at 50;0U0, and 
possibly at 100,000 beyond the numbers 
at present available. For supplying the 
number of men in time of war two 
courses were open. They could either 
maintain in pence time the personnel of 
the navy on what was practically a war 
footing, or they must have a reserve 
adequate in numbers and efficient as 
regarded training to bring the numbers | ' 
up from a peace to a war strength. Mr. I ' 
Brassey gave a number of reasons, most 
of them sufliciently obvious, for prefer- 
ring the latter plan, and he proposed to 
increase, the naval re-serve by 25,000 or 
50,000 men. Other critics have proposed 
a more moderate increase, but an in- 
crease of the naval reserve to some ex- 
tent forms part of the plans of every 
naval expert in Great Britain, and has 
evident ly liecu seriously considered by 
the Admiralty. 'This increase can be 
most easily found among the fishermen 
of British North America; those of Can- 
ada number about 70,000, and Newfound- 
hind would also contribute her share. 
The British mercantile navy is becoming 
year by year a poorer field of supply for 
the reserve, for the number of British 
sen men is constantly diminishing; the 
uncertainty of employment and the low 
rate of wages as compared with those of 
skilled laborers ashore make the sea- 
faring life less attractive. The reasons 
underlying Mr. Goschen's proposal are, 
therefore, sound, and it is one that will 
have to be seriously considered by the 
Canadian government. The training ol 
the men will, of course, involve con- 
siderable expense — how much, it will be 
impossible to say till the details of the 
Admiralty's proposals are to hand. The 
naval reserve formerly consisted of two 
classes; the first had served for six 
months on a man-of-war; the second 
simply underwent twenty-eight days' 
training annually in stationary drill 
ships or the reserve ship stationed in 
the coast district to which they belonged. 
But last, year new regulations were is- 
sued for members of the- Itoynl Naval 
Reserve, with the view of improving 
their efficiency. Instead of being known 
us first and second cln.-s reserve men, 
they are now all described as "qualified 
seamen," mid the men formerly known 
as second class reserve- men are given 
the choice of qualifying themselves for 
the new and superior grade, or (putting 
the reserve altogether. The regulation 
now in force reads: "They will be called 
upon within their first, term of enrolment 
to enter upon a period of six months' 
training in the Royal Navy, and failing 
to curry out this training will not be 
retained in the reserve. Upon tin? com- 
pletion of six months' naval training 
men will be advanced to the 'Qualified 
Seamen' under certain conditions as to 
character, health, and capacity." It is 
this six months' training which the col- 
onial governments are expected to pay 
for, but unless the number of men is 
much larger than is at present, expected, 
the expense ought not to be very great. 
"Whatever the burden, it should be cheer- 
fully borne ns a small part of our debt 
to the Empire and a sninll price to pay 
for the protection of our coasts mid ship-

Mr. F. M. Kattenbury, the manager of 
the Lake Bennett and Klondike Trans- 
portation company, returned on the 
steamer Tees yesterday from a trip with 
Airs. Kattenbury to the White Horse 
Rapids. He was one of" the gold-bearing 
passengers of that ship and brings, to 
be placed in the vaults of Victoria hanks, 
(j()0 ounces of gold and drafts, represent- 
ing in all 1520,000. Mr. Rattenbury re- 
ports that his company has now live 
steamers running 011 the lakes, an ar- 
rangement having been effected for tin' 
Willie Irving to ply in conjunction with 
their other four steamers. The com- 
pany has .contracted to carry 1,000 head 
of cattle to Dawson from the Five Fin- 
ger Rapids and in order to curry out 
this undertaking have secured the steam- 
er belonging to Air. J. Knot, of this 
city. Messrs. A. N. Taylor and E, Fear- 
son, of Victoria, Air. Kattenbury says, 
are the men who lost nearly 500 head of 
sheep from a scow on which they were 
taking them through to Dawson. The 
accident has previously been chronicled, 
but according to the story heretofore 
told two Seattle men were stated to he 
the losers. 

Air. Kattenbury feels aggrieved over 
his Klondike route not receiving the at- 
tention from Victorians which he con- 
siders it deserves. His company's ves- 
sels having already made three round 
trips on the route and have brought out 
from the interior over 300 passengers 
and at least one and u half millions in 
geld and drafts. It pays out every 
months from $10,000 to .S15.0OO In ex- 
penses, nearly every dollar of which is 
to Victorians; it has paid out in Victoria 
nearly !?100,U0I), it has established coui- 
munciution between this city and Daw- 
son, whereby a party leaving here for 
the Yukon's metropolis has arrived at 
his destination in nine days, whereas the 
ordinary time taken for the trip between 
the two places is only twelve days, and 
now from this out the company will des- 
patch a steamer for Dawson every three 
days. At present the company's enter- 
prise is directed in the way of estab- 
lishing posts between Bennett and Daw- 
son at a distance of thirty miles apart. 
These will be well provisioned and are 
intended to keep the company's route op- 
en all winter. Air. T. ti. Carter, special 
agent of the C.P.R. company, has prom- 
ised his support to the line, and says 
that he will have it advertised from 
ocean to ocean as being the best to 
reach the Klondike, lie has appointed 
an agent in Dawson City and secured for 
the company the services of Captains 
Martineau and Ward, two of the C.P.R. 
company's most skillful northern river 
pilots, who have until lately been em- 
ployed 011 the Stikine. In Captain Rich- 
ie, of the steamer Oru, the company has 
a third excellent navigator, he having 
won tin; golden opinions of nil north- 
erners for the plucky and skillful man 
ncr in which he successfully took hi: 
at through the many dangers of tin 



Three More Arrivals From the 
Ynkon Reach Victoria on 
the Tees. 



Large Sums Represented in Gold 
and Drafts.— Big Salmon Backs 
— Cassiar Elections. 



More gold came from the North on th 
CI'.N, steamer Tees yesterday, having 
in the main been brought south by Mr. 
F. AI. Rattenbury, of the Lake Bennett 
and Klondike Navigation Company, and 
A. W. Robinson, A. J. Krouert and S. 
W. Nlckerson. The total amount in 
dust and drafts brought by the steamer 
can hardly he arrived at, as several who 
had wealth kept it in their possession 
the entire trip, so much so that in one 
instance, a lucky man never left his 
cabin from the day he took voyage until 
his arrival here. The crew of the Tees 
say that one of the passengers represent- 
ed a couple of hundred thousand dol- 
lars in drafts, but this amount would 
probably represent much more than the 
whole amount brought down. 

The steamer did not connect with any | 
of the lake tleet, anil she is over a week ' 
fn 111 Skagway, having made calls tit 
many of the British Columbia ports. She 
brings the latest news concerning the 
salmon packs 011 the northern rivers. 
Several of the Skeenu river winners, it 
is said, did not prepare for so large a 
run of fish as is now on and have run 
short of cans. Cunningham's canneries 
tire an instance of this and they have 
been obliged to send tish down to Lowe 
Inlet to be canned. It seems as if the 
Skcenn, which last year contributed, 
when compared with some former years, 
a very small percentage of the' total 
salmon hack, is more alive with tish 
than for many seasons, anil is likely to 
produce a bigger pack than Rivers la- 
let. When the Tees sailed there wore 
the following packs on the Skeena: In- 
verness, 1-1,000 cases; North Pacific, 10,- 
000 cases; Cunningham's, 12,000 cases; 
Aberdeen, 10.000 eases; Carlisle, 11.000 
cases; and Standard, 15,000 cases. The 
Lowe Inlet cannery had 7,000 cases and 
the Alert Bay cannery 4,S00 cases, while 
at Rivers Inlet the R. I. C. had 14.000 
cases; the Victoria, 12.000 cases; Whar- 
nock, 1-1,000 cases; Brunswick. 17.000 
cases; Good Hope, 20.000 eases; Wml- 
hnms, 10,000 cases; and Green's, 7,">00. 

At Port Simpson when the steamer 
sailed much excitement- prevailed over 
the approaching elections to he held to- 
morrow. 

Further news of the Monn wreck, near 
the Stikine was received by the Tees. 
It will he remembered that the previous 
rtport was received via Seattle mid was 
more or less of a "roast" on the skipper 
of the ocean steamer Fasnet. it being 
stated that he ignored the distress sig- 
nals of the Alonn. This was not the 
COfce, however, for according to the story 
told Capt. Gossc, the Fasnet 11s soon as 
it was discovered that the Alonn broke 
her hawser attempted to rescue her. The 
Stikine Chief, she also bad in tow at 



one time given to the city by the late 
Mr. De Cosmos, but us 110 work was 
done on them by the city, lie asked the 
Court of Revision to assess them, his 
object being to retain the ownership of 
them. The Court of Revision refused to 
comply with his request and he appealed 
to the Supreme Court and Air. Justice 
Drake decided that the streets should 
be assessed. Yesterday the estate ap- 
pealed on the amount of the assessment, 
contending that it was excessive. The 
appeal was allowed, Air. Justice Wal- 
kem deciding that the assessment should 
he nominal, viz.', $1. 

The other appeal was taken on behalf 
of Airs. Dunsmuir by Air. Bradburri, the 
complaint being that the assessment on 
her residence and some of the lots sur- 
rounding it, was excessive. The argu- 
ment was adjourned until to-morrow.

When Air. Rattenbury lert the north 
eight days ago, his company bud 200 
head of pack animals on the trail, not 
earning of course anything like draught 
bcrses in Dawson do, but: in point of 
work doing a large business. In Daw- 
son, while a good horse can be pur- 
chased for §~~>, $10 a day is paid for 
teaming. This goes to show that there 
is a great scarcity of feed in that city, 
and no one wishes to keep horses. Dar- 
ing his short stay in the north he met 
Olid conversed with fully 120 people just 
out from the interior. These generally 
speaking told him on first acquaintance 
that there was a good supply of every- 
thing in the way of provisions in Daw- 
son; then he learned that nearly every 
man of the whole number was out to 
get a new stock of provisions, and was 
going to return in a few months anil af- 
wn ids he would be probably told that 
although there was no prospects of a 
famine yet there was a shortage of near- 
ly all lines of goods. With these min- 
ers Mr. Rattenbury soys he used what 
influence he could in persuading them 
to buy their outfits in Canada. 

Among the recent disasters on the 
lake is that which befell the "White 
Fleet," belonging to Capt. Jack Craw- 
ford, a scout and well known character 
generally. Everyone of the little 
sailing craft, comprising the tleet, were 
lost on the rocks just below Thirty-Mile 
River. 

In a talk which Air. Rattenbury had 
with Capt. Rant, the gold commissioner 
at Lake Dennett he was informed that 
valuable quartz discoveries hud been 
made just behind the police barracks 
at Taggish. One claim here was bond- 
ed by Major Strickland for $150,000, 

Mr. Rattenbury speaks of the Skng- 
wa.v railroad as a very substantial road. 
Solid stune work is being placed in the 
road-bed where great ravines, in some 
places 1(»0 and loll feet, deep, have to 
lie crossed. The roild bed extends in- 
land thirteen or fourteen miles ton place 
known as Porcupine Hill, and survey- 
ors are out as far as Hinnett. Between 
Bennett and the const there is no longer 
any nuisance from dead horses along 
the trail and Air. Rattenbury snys that 
excepting at the foot of I he White 
Horse not a single mosquito "tackled" 
him. Mrs. Rattenbury rode over the 
White Horse all the way on horse back. 
She, as also Air. Rattenbury, were de- 
lighted with the surrounding country, 
particularly nt Taggish Lake, in the 
waters of which enormous irout ure to 
be found, as also beautiful specimens of 
white fish. 

Air. Rattenbury confirms the report 
that his company intend building a light, 
railway, some thirty miles from Mnnih 
Lake to the Hootalinqua Hiver, running 
their steamers for Dawson City from 
the Hootalinqua River terminus. By do- 
ing this the company will be able to run 
larger steamers, and they. will alsl> miss 
the White Horse Rapids and Miles Can- 
yon. A survey has already been made 
of the route for the railway, ntid work 
will he commenced early next spring.

He contracted a severe 
attack of rheumatism, brought on by 
continuous rain, and was sent home by 
Col. Evans, who with 100 men, had gone 
on from Teslin towards the end of July 
and should now be at fort Selkirk. A<- 
t'oii.punying the party were Aliss Hiinna, 
Aliss Pnson and Faith Fenton. Air. 
Ayling reports 125 men now at work on 
the Teslin trail. 

No sooner had the Tees arrived than 
orders were given her to commence to 
re-load for a return trip. She will sail 
this evening.

Not a few of the great commanders of 
lifferent countries have, when announc- 
ing a victory, endeavored to improve on 
Caesar's famous "Veni, villi, vici;" hut 
the present war bus as yet produced 
ni-thing striking of this sort. Some of 
the messages of the past are worth re- 
calling. John Sobieski, when sending the 
Mussulman standards captured before 
Vienna to the Pope, selit also this mes- 
sage- "I came, I saw, God conquered." 
It is related of the Russian General 
Suwnrrow, when yet u major and in 
com u lid of an outpost, that he desired 
to attack the enemy, but that this was 
forbidden under pain of death by the 
commnnder-ln-chief. Judging that the 
rtttlick should not he delayed, Suwarrow 
tin red to disobey orders, encountered the 
enemy, defeated them, and then sent 
this message to the commander-in-chief: 
"As a soldier, I deserve deatli for dis- 
obeying my orders; as a Russian, I have 
rh.no my duly, the enemy is no more." 
This was forwarded by the commander- 
in-chief to the Emperor, who in reply 
Bent this despatch to Suwarow: "As ii 
soldier. I leave you to the mercy of the 
commnnder-ln-chief; as a Russian, I con 
gtntulato you as my lieutenant colonel." 
Later on in his career, when he had 
captured Prague, he wrote thus to the 
En press: "Hurrah: Prafiue! Suwnr- 
row!" Anil Catherine, equally terse, 
again promoted him thus: "Bravo! Field- 
niatshiil! Catherine!" 

Tmeniie announced the victory of Dn- 
nen, by which Dunkirk was retaken from 
the Spaniards, in these words: "The 
enemy came, was beaten, I am tired, 
good-night." Perhaps the shortest mes- 
sage ever sent by a commander was the 
one word Sir Charles Xapier chose 
wherewith to announce Ins victory nt 
Hyderabad, in the province of Scinde. 
It. was "Peccavi" (I have sinned).— Lon- 
don Mail.

Relating to Paving Fort Street, Prom Gov- 
ernment Street to Douglas Street, With 
Wooden Block Pavement, and Concrete 
or Vitrified Brick Sidewalks and Curb, 
Being a Local Improvement Proposed to 
Be Made by the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, 

WHERE iS the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria have, by resolution, determined 
to pave Fort street from Government street 
to Douglas street, with wooden block pave- 
ment, and concrete or vitrified brick side- 
walks und curb, In accordance with speci- 
fications approved by the Municipal Coun- 
cil; 

And whereas such paving of the said 
street is a local improvement; 

And whereas under and by vlrtce of tin 
"Municipal Act, 1SU2," the Municipal Coun 
oi 1 duly passed a by-law" known us the 
"Local Improvement By-Law, ,"802." being 
a by-law to provide for the assessment of 
real property benefited by local Improve- 
ments, and which by-law has been amended 
by the By-Law No. 178, "A By-Law to 
amend the Local Improvement By-Law, 
1802," and the "Local Improvement Amend- 
ment By-Law, 1.S.13; " 

And whereas in pursuance of section 4 
of the said "Local Improvement By-Law, 
1802," the City Engineer has ascertained 
and determined the said works and Im- 
provements, and has made and certified as 
correct a plan or description thereof, and 
lias made an estimate of the expense or 
cost thereof, and has ascertained and de- 
termined and shown on the said plan what 
real property will be Immediately benefited 
by the proposed improvements, and the 
City Engineer and City Assessor have 
made their report, as required by the said 
section of the said "Local Improvement 
By-Law, 1S02," In the form required by 
section u of that by-law, as amended by 
the said by-law No. 178, "A By-Law to 
Amend the Local Improvement By-Law, 
1802," and have therein recommended that 
two-thirds of the cost of the proposed im- 
provements Should be borne by the real 
property Immediately beneilted by the pro- 
posed Improvements, and that the remain- 
ing one-third of the said cost with the 
whole of the cost in respect of street Inter- 
sections should be borne by the municipal- 
ity; 

And whereas the said report has been ap- 
proved, and adopted by the said Council, 
and a copy of the plan aforesaid has been 
mode bv the said Engineer and tiled in the 
office of the City Clerk; 

And whereas It has been ascertained and 
determined that the real property herein- 
after set forth, referred to in sub-section 
"D" of the said report will be Immediately 
benefited by such proposed Improvement; 

And whereas the sum of .$8,212.53 Is the 
total amount of the cost of the said pro- 
posed Improvements, deducting from which 
sums the sum of $3,357.53, the amount of 
the municipality's share thereof us afore- 
said, leaves the sum of $4,855.00 as the 
amount of the principal of the debt to be 
Incurred bv this by-law; 

And whereas the total amount required to 
be raised annually by special rate for pay- 
ing the said de"bt and Interest thereon, and 
for creating an annual sinking fund for 
paying the said principal debt of $1,855.00 
within 10 years, according to law, which 
said debt and interest Is created on the 
security of a special rate settled by this 
by-law, and on that security only is $i2S.2Cl; 

'And whereas the total assessed value of 
the whole real property tfttenli!^ tinder this 
bv-lnw, according to the last Revised As- 
sessment Roll, is $409,300; 

And whereas under and by virtue of sec- 
tion 245 of the "Municipal Clauses Act," 
and of Section IS of the said " Local Im- 
provement By-Law, 1892," the said Council 
are authorized to proceed with the proposed 
improvement, under such terms and condi- 
tions ns to the payment of the cost of such 
Improvement ns the Council may by by-luw 
in that behalf regulate and determine; 

And whereas the said Council are desir- 
ous of passing a by-law for the purposes 
mentioned ; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation ot the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows: — 

1. That the said report and plan be 
adopted, nnd that the proposed Improve- 
ment in paving Fort street, from Govern- 
ment street to Douglas street, with wooden 
block pavement, concrete, vitrified brick or 
granolithic sidewalks and curb, be made 
and carried out in accordance therewith. 

2. That the real property which Is linme- 
diatelv benefited by the said Improvement 
shull be that which Is particularly men- 
tioned nnd described in sub-section "D" of 
the said recited report us therein appears, 
which Is ns follows:— 

"Sub-section D, showing the proportion In 
which the assessment Is to be made on the 
various lots benefited:— 
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3. That the shnres nnd proportions In 
which the said sum of $4,855.00 (the esti- 
mated cost of making the said proposed 
improvement after deducting tile munici- 
pality's said share thereof), together with 
the amount necessary to form a sinking 
fund und Interest, shall be assessed on the 
various portions of the real property bene- 
fited, as follows:— 
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And the si.id rep' property nnd portions of 
real property herein mentioned, are hereby 
nssessed accordingly with the payment of 
the said amount set opposite eneli said por- 
tion of real property in this section of this 
by-law. 

4. The amount of the special rate as- 
sessed as aforesaid against each lot or part 
of lot respectively, shall be divided Into 10 
equal parts, and one sucti part shall he 
nssessed, levied and collected In each year 
for 10 years after the final passing of this 
by-law during which the said debentures 
have to run. 

5. That It shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of the Corporation of the City of Vlctorln 
to borrow upon the security of the special 
rate hereby Imposed, and on that security 
only, by way of the debentures hereinafter 
mentioned, from any person or persons, or 
body or bodies corporate, who may be will- 
ing *o advance the same, a sum not ex- 
ceeding In the whole the sum of $4,855.00, 
und to cause nil such sums so raised or re- 
ceived to ho paid Into the hands of the 
Treasurer of the said Corporation for the 
purposes herein recited. 

0. That It shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures to 
be called "Local Improvement Debentures," 
to he made for such sums of money, not. 
however, exceeding the sum of $4,855.00 
each of the said debentures being of the 
amount of not Icbs than $100, except In the 



case of one of such debentures, which may 
he for a lesser amount, If deemed requisite 
bv the said Mayor, und ull such debentures 
shall be sealed with the seal of the said 
Corporation and signed by the Mayor there- 

Ul 7. The said debentures shall ho made 
pavable in 10 years from the day herein- 
after mentioned by this by-law to take 
effect, ut the office of the Treasurer of the 
said Corporation in the City Hall, Victoria, 
and shull have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of the lntereBt, and the 
signature of the Mayor nud of the Clerk of 
the Corporation, respectively, or of either of 
them, to the coupons, may be affixed by 
printed, stamped or lithographed fuc sim- 
ile. , ,, , 

8. That the said debentures shall bear 
Interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per 
luiiiiini from the date thereof, which inter- 
est shall lie paid half-yearly at the office of 
the said Treasurer. 

U. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the 
snld Corporation to dispose of the said de- 
bentures at u rate below par, and to author- 
ize the Treasurer to pay out of the sums 
so raised by the sale of the said debentures 
all expenses connected with the prepara- 
tion and lithographing of the debentures 
and coupons, ur any discount or commis- 
sion or oilier charges incidental to the 
sale of the said debentures. 

10. The amounts so assessed nnd levied 
respectively against such lots or parts of 
lots as aforesaid, for each year, shall be 
paid on or before the 31st day of October, 
1H>S, and thereafter on or before the 31st 
day of October in each year during which 
the said debentures have to run, and in 
default thereof shall bear Interest from

JOURNALISM IN CHINA. 

The Government; Learning That n Free 
Press Is Not an Unmixed Bless- 
ing, 

(Shanghai Letter in London Times.) 
Among the most interesting features 
of the Chiim ot to-tltiy is the development 
of native journalism, n development 
which already exercises a marked effect, 
both for good and for eyil, on the coun- 
try, and which is sowing the first much- 
needed seeds of native public opinion. 
The "Young China" that seeks to give 
expression through a vernacular press to 
the inarticulate discontent of a large and 
growing section of the nation may be di- 
vided into two distinct classes— t lie 
"Classical" and the ".Modern;" both 
preaching the gospel of reform, but on 
very different lines. The "Chisisciil" is 
composed of the rising generation of 
literati all over the Empire, men bred 
in Conf usiauism and educated on the old 
conservative lines. These appear lo per- 
ceive that there is something rotten in 
the present system, and, like their sen- 
iors, to feel that the whole fabric of their 
government and livelihood is endangered 
from without. Seeking it remedy, they 
urge the introduction of political econ- 
omy and mathematics into the curricu- 
lum of provincial graduates' examina- 
tions, ami nt the snme time' they cry 
aloud and with great unanimity against 
the corruptions and ignorance of the 
men actually in olllee. The common 
burden of their essays and memorials 
iimoimtH practically to this: "The Man- 
darin of to-iluy is dishonest find useless: 
he lias not rend any of the books of 
Western learning. But in me behold 
one who has studied the arts which have 
made Europe great: therefore I am hon- 
est." Their plea for civil service re- 
form is limited to a discussion as to 
what should be required of n man liefo'e 
he becomes an official, rather than what 
is to be expected of him thereafter, and 
rare indeed is the aspirant to office 
who would honestly vote for fixed salar- 
ies, audited accounts nnd the total aboli- 
tion of "squeezes." The graduate who 
to-day writes with conviction of the 
coming Chinese republic will accept a 
snb-prefects's button (with all the tra- 
ditions of the post) to-morrow. 

The "Modern" type of "Young China" 
is chiefly a product Of America, Hong- 
kong and the treaty ports: it: has acquir- 
ed the rudiments of an English educa- 
tion, together with u smattering of in- 
formation on many questions of the day. 
It is largely employed in Ynmen sec- 
retaries, in the telegraph and China mer- 
chants' offices, and in the clerkships of 
foreign linns; but, except in very rare 
cases, the sweets of olllee fall not to its 
share. This type— which is in China 
what the Baboo is in India, but in an 
earlier stage of development— is rapidly 
increasing and its influence is gradually 
spreading. Springing generally from 
the lower middle classes, the foreign- 
educated Chinese of Hongkong and 
Shanghai possesses an instinctive anti- 
pathy to the representatives of those 
literati bv whom the plebs have been 
misruled and "squeezed" for centuries 
—an antipathy which even his ragged 
education serves to increase. In writing' 
and in speeches bis denunciation of the 
existing system of government are loud 
and bitter, and. having personally noth- 
ing to hope from that system, he freely 
advocates the collapse of tluxl ynasty 
and the introduction or foreign rulers 
and foreign methods, wherein his oppor- 
tunity would probably occur. Together 
with' tho "three It's" of a missionary 
school course he has acquired sufficient 
knowledge of the Chinese written lan- 
guage to enable him to earn bis living 
[pending the revolution) as a translator, 
and this knowledge he frequently de- 
votes to the edification of bis fellow- 
countrymen in the columns of the ver- 
nacular press. But his literary style is 
not of a fine flower of native education, 
ami therein bis classical rival is placed 
at an immense advantage in appealing to 
the general reader. For the Chinese 
mind— still in the thraldom of ages— is 
powerfully^ affected by literary style, ir- 
respective of the virtue or wisdom of 
the writer; and this feature is likely to 
obtain for many years to come, in spite 
of the Emperor's diminishing territory 
und the advances made by Western in- 
novations. . 

Until recently, the native press and its 
doings have not attracted much notice 
from the central government, and. as a 
general rule, it may be said that the 
officials, both metropolitan and provin- 
cial, are remarkably tolerant of such ex- 
pressions Of opinion us are contained in 
the widely spread journals of Shanghai 
and other* treaty ports. These opinions 
are. it is true, of a dogmatic rather 
than of a practical character, and though 
theoretically subversive of the existing 
order of things, they are generally a 
reproduction of the views expressed in 
the foreign papers, and therefore to na- 
tive readers somewhat lacking In the 
quality of conviction. 

Recently, however, two cases have oc- 
cuired tending to show that both at I ek- 
ing nnd in the provinces the higher au- 
thorities are becoming alive to the fact 
that a free and untrammelled native 
press at. their doors may not be 
the government's point " 
mixed blessing. The

The second instance of recent inter- 
ference by officials in the sphere of na- 
tive journalism is of a different nature, 
the newspaper concerned, the Shih Wti 
I 'no (or Times) of Shanghai, being fl 
serious and literary publication which 
was founded about two years ago under 
the direct patronage of the Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung. The primary object 
of this paper was to engage the sympa- 
thies of the literary class in the work 
of progress and reform, to interest its 
readers in questions of international and 
general importance, and to supply them 
with accurate and useful information. Itiv 
staff was from the outset composed of' 
met: appointed with the Viceroy's ap- 
proval, in whom scholarly attainments' 
were combined with broad views. Ot ! 
these the two principals are a metropoli- 
tan graduate named Wang, and Tseng 1 
Kwang-chueh, a grandson of the late 
Tseng Kwo-fnn, Under their manage- 
ment the Shi Wll Pao rapidly gained a 
wide reputation among the upper classes, 
and its influence was rendered the more 
weighty by the fact that Chang Chih- 
tung made its support compulsory ujHin 
till the Yamens and libraries throughout 
the Hu provinces. Toward the end oil 
last year, however, there appeared in. 
its columns an article on the advantage^ 
of a republican form of government for 
China, which, whatever the Viceroy's 
private opinions may be, could scarce- 
ly be countenanced in a publication en- 
joying his seini-ollieinl protection. Ah nil 
result, therefore, of this premature llight- 
Into the realms of advanced theory, his 
Excellency's favor was withdrawn, aniV. 
its circulation has, it is said, been re- 
timed by more than 50 per cent. I 
Owing to the very poor quality of tin* 
paper used for Chinese newspapers, mid' 
to the cheapness of labor, both literary 
and mechanical, the cost at which the 
native papers can bo produced is ex- 
tremely low. The price of the ordinary 
Shanghai journal is four cash (!)()0 cash 
to the dollar), or, at the present rate of 
exchange, one-tenth of a penny, and that 
of the Shi Wu Pao. which is published 
only three times It month and in book 
form, is five eandereens, or about three 
halfpence, 
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mites of the Kuo Wen Pug. an extreme- 
ly well-informed newspaper under un- 
tlve management, attracted the unfavor- 
able notice of certain censors at the 
capital. This journal, unlike most of 
i<s Shanghai contemporaries, has since 
its establishment been remarkable for 
the accuracy and enterprise with which 
it lias obtained news regarding the poli- 
tical situation. Not only have its com- 
ments on the situation been critical and 
candid, but there have from time to 
time appeared in its columns valuable 
items of information regarding the in- 
ner workings of Keking diplomacy and 
the. Tsung-li-Yamen. Its remarks on 
the recent policy and successes of Bus- 
sin, reflecting somewhat upon the value 
of the services rendered to their coun- 
try by the principal advisers of the 
throne, resulted in steps being taken to 
restrain its energies for the future; but 
before those could come Into effect, its 
proprietors, forewarned, availed them- 
selves of the protection afforded by the 
extra-territorial rights enjoyed by for- 
eigners in China, and transferred the 
management of the paper to a Japanese 
subject, in whose hands it now remains. 

The action thus taken by the Kuo 
Wen Pao's owners can hardly be said 
to constitute any new departure, for all 
the native papers at Shanghai are regis- 
tered as the property of foreigners, al- 
though their editing and general manage- 
ment may be said to be almost purely 
Chinese. The protection thus afforded 
to native journalism, like that extended 
by foreigners to many other forms of 
local enterprise, may be said to work 
both for good and for evil; for good, in 
that It assists the slow development of 
public opinion and the free criticism of 
public matters; for evil, in that a nom- 
inal foreign management frequently ex- 
ercises little or nn control over the na- 
tive staff und over their natural predilie- 
tioh to many abuses of the power of the 
press. It is within the experience of 
the writer that inquiries were recently

AT TACOMA. 
Tacoma, Aug. 4.— (Special) — Bishop 
Christie, successor to Bishop Leminens 
as Catholic bishop of Vancouver Island, 
arrived hero yesterday afternoon from 
Vancouver, B. C, having come from 
Minneapolis, his former home, over the 
Canadian Pacific. Having arranged to 
meet a .delegation of Vancouver Island 
clergymen as well as Archbishop Gross 
at Tacoma, he came past Vancouver 
island Wednesday morning on the 
steamer North Pacific and landed here 
He was not expected until evening and 
surprised Father Hylebos by driving to 
his residence before six o'clock. He was 
driven to St. Joseph's hospital, where 
he met Archbishop Cross and passed 
the night, celebrating mass tit 7 o'clock 
this morning at the convent of the Visi- 
tation. Bishop Christie was partially 
indisposed to-day in consequence of yes- 
terday's rough trip across lower Puget 
Sound and did little except to attem 
an informal reception given this after 
noon in the hull of the Academy of the 
Visitation. The hall and stage were 
profusely decorated with flowers and 
American Hags, the latter being sym- 
bolical of the country which would never 
know him more as a citizen. A number 
of prominent local clergy and churchmen 
were present Bishop Odea of this dio- 
cese, and forty Washington priests now 
holding their annual retreat at Wood- 
land, near Olympia, were represented 
by Father Hylebos. 

The steamer Kingston, arriving this 
evening brought delegates of Vancou- 
ver Island clergymen consisting of Kev. 
Fathers Brabant, Donckele and N'ico- 
Juye, and Mr. Louis McQuade. They 
were driven in carriages to the Academy 
of the Visitation,' where they met their 
new bishop and dined. Soon after the 
party was driven to the dock to take the 
Kingston for Victoria, Bishop Christie 
being accompanied by Archbishop Cross, 
who will install him. 

This is Bishop Christie's first visit to 
the Pacific Coast. He enjoyed the trip 
very much and was much gratified at 
the warm welcome given him here by 
Archbishop Cross and the delegation 
from Victoria. He could not to-day out- 
line his plans regarding work on Van- 
couver Island and will not make defi- 
nite bis plans until he becomes acquaint- 
ed with the needs of his diocese by per- 
sonal contact with its people. He is 
vigorous and in the prime of life, being 
six feet two inches in height, well built, 
of large frame and prominent features. 
He impressed all who met him to-day 
as a man of great capability and energy. 
He was consecrated bishop three weeks 
ago by Archbishop Ireland.

BANK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Gratifying Statements Presented at the 
Half-Yearly Meeting Just Held. 

An ordinary general meeting of the 
Bank of British Columbia was held in 
the Cannon street hotel, London, on 
Thursday, the 4th of July, Sir Robert 
Gillespie presiding, and S. Cameron 
Alexander acting as secretary. After 
the notice, convening the meeting, had 
been read, the chairman said: 

ntlemen: The period lias again ar- 
med when it is the duty of your direc- 
tors to report on the result of the half- 
just ended, and from that result 
to recommend to you a division in the 
shape of a dividend. At this, the usual 
time of our meeting, we are not prepar- 
ed, as you are aware, to lay before you 
the half-yearly accounts, simply from 
the fact that we have not yet received 
the branch accounts some little time aT- 
ter receipt is required to examine and 
audit them before putting them into 
formal shape, but so soon as we pos- 
sibly can, -they will be printed and sent 
to each shareholder without delay. The 
balance of profit and loss account we 
have now in hand, after making pro- 
vision for Jill ascertained losses is £18,- 
445 Is. 3d., of which sum the proposed 
dividend of 5 per cent, per annum will 
absorb £15,01)0, leaving a balance to be 
carried forward of $3,415 Is. 3d. This 
result bears favorable comparison with 
the three previous half-years, both as re- 
gards the total amount of profit, and 
the sum carried forward to next half- 
year's account after deduction of divi- 
deut. I am hopeful this is an indication 
of future greater success. It is true, 
gentlemen, that an important improve- 
ment in the trade of British Columbia 
has taken place during the last six 
months— -that buisness throughout the 
province has been satisfactory, that 
values of almost all classes of property 
show an upward tendency, but 
the competition among banking 
institutions only recently estab- 
lished in British Columbia, and the 
somewhat unusual method of soliciting 
business that has been introduced, have 
undoubtedly lessened the opportunity of 
better profits. The country, however, 
in its varied sources of business, has 
greatly recovered from the recent de- 
pression; and the marked improvement, 
as already alladcd to, in the price of 
cereals has assisted greatly in this, to- 
gether with the demand that has sprung 
up for all descriptions of merchandise 
for the mines and for those engaged m 
mining. As to minerals. I have not 
much to suv. It seems as if these specu- 
lations in British Columbia at preesnt 
were not making great way; but it Is 
not easy to predict anything definite, as 
ill many cases the active working of 
the mines has been delayed by the winter 
months. There is no doubt, however, 
of the existence of extensive deposits of 
va'uable minerals in British Columbia, 
but it takes time and money, as well 
as risk, to develop them accurately as 
to positive results. I may also state 
that the greater attractions of XUKpn 
and Klondike have had some antagonis- 
tic effect. Sou doubtless have observer 
from the public prints the enormous 
umber of people Hocking to the in- 
kun and Klondike districts, and we have 
vet to learn how these thousands not 
ally get over the difficulties of the ar- 
duous and perilous journey, but how 
they are able to stand the terrible cli- 
mate of an Arctic region in their search 
for the precious metal. It is too early 
as yet to estimate the success of the 
year, but it will be interesting to know 
it This immense influx of people has, 
of course, benefited the trade of \ ictoria 
and Vancouver more particularly, and 
should the output of gold be what sonic 
anticipate the improvement in the trade 
of those places must be very great. In 
Sun Francisco business has been very 
quiet, chiefly owing to the State of Cali- 
fornia, and particularly the southern 
part of it, having this year suffered 
from severe drought, which has greatly 
diminished the yield of wheat and caus- 
ed heavy losses to the owners of cattle 
and sheep. Good accounts ore fortun- 
ately being now given of the fruit crop, 
which will be much better thnu was at 
one time anticipated, and with which a 
verv large industry is connected. In 
Oicgon and Washington good crops are 
expected, and prices, though much low- 
er than during the recent period of spe- 
culation, are still high enough to be re- 
munerative to the fanners. I now beg to

SALMON WILL WEAR BADGES. 

California Fish Commissioners Will Mark 
Fins of Young Salmon For 
Identification. 

Claude Untter, assistant United States 
Fish Commissioner, arrived in tlds city lojM 
nlglit, after several months of experimental 
work mid EctcntlUc Investigation on the 
Sacramento river. He lias been studying 
the salmon, their habits and their develop- 
ment. 

Hotter 1ms made two rowboilt trips down 
the river, the first from lted Bluff to Sac- 
ramento, and the second from Redding to 
the same .lest Illation. lie says that the 
river lias been stocked with 10,000,000 
voting salmon during tin- pas; few months, 
lint the novel part of Ids labors Is yet to 
come. The adult salmon will be tagged 
with three-quarter Inch plates, either of 
copper or aluminum, fastened to their iins 
or gills. Their movements up stream will 
then be noted and observation made ac- 
cordingly. The public are requested to 
return lill tagged llsh to the river In the 
event of a successful angling. 

In order to determine the rate of growth 
of salmon, several hundred specimens of 
voting llsh will have their adipose tins cut. 
The adipose tin Is on the back In front of 
the tali tin. and Is of fatty nature. The 
cutting will leave a scar, which will be 
the menus of Identification should any of 
these abbreviated llsh return to the scenes 
of their youth. A single specimen of one 
of these Unless fish found In the river will 
be the best evidence that he was launched 
in IN.iS. and Ills rate of growth may he ac- 
cordingly Judged. The genera! belief 
that the salmon gets out to sea soon after 
hatching, and does not return until It has 
reached the age which places It In the class 
of adults. The tagging and cutting will 
be the means by which the habits of the, 
salmon may be ascertained by the llsh ex- 
perts.— San Francisco Call.

No, that Is true; hut tin 1 
firm In England w ill not be likely to have a 
lawsuit with , anyone In Victoria, ami the 
Victoria firm is just so much the poorer mid 
less inclined to go to law.

United States vessels remained behind at 
anchor. They bud been suifered to continue 
there, unmolested by the Spaniards, from 
the time of their first arrival. The iphl- 
genlu proceeded to the Sandwich islands, 
and. alter obtaining such supplies as they 
were able to procure, with tue Iron before 
mentioned, set sail lor China, which they 
reached In October, ITH'.I. 

When the Northwest America arrived off 
Nootka (June Uth), from the northern 
trading trip, she was boarded by the 
Spaniards, seized and towed Into port, and 
anchored close to the Spanish ships of war. 
The officers and men, her stores, tackle 
and furniture, articles of trade, etc., Includ- 
ing i!15 sea-otter skins, were removed on 
board the Spanish frigate. Several of her 
men were placed in Irons. The Princess 
Iloyill, arriving from China a few days after 
the seizure of the Northwest America, was 
also seized, but released and allowed to 
proceed to sea for the purpose of continuing 
Uor trade. 

,,,thln a day or two afterwarls the Argo 
mint arrived la the oiling, and was opiirdei 
by Don Martinez, who, with expressions of 
g'reat civility, promised the commander 
„r. Cidnett. every assistance. On tin 
assurances given that the Argonaut should 
remain unmolested, and being in want of 
some supplies, he proceeded to the harbor. 
Next day however, Don Martinez sent the 
lieutenant of the Prlucessa, with a mlll- 
tarv force, to take possession of the Argo- 
naut, which was seized lu the name of His 
Catholic Majesty. The British Hug was 
hauled down, and the Spanish lag hoisted 
In Its stead. The officers and men were 
made prisoners and Mr. Colnett was threat- 
eue to be hanged at the yard-arm In case 
of Ills refusing compliance with any direc- 
tions which might be given him. 

The captain of the l'rlucess Royal, anx- 
ious to obtain instructions from the com- 
pany's const malinger, Mr. Colnett, return- 
ed CO the offing off Nootka Sound, and, ap- 
proaching tile port In his boat, was seized 
and made prisoner by Hon Martinez. Under 
threats of being hanged nt the yard-arm, 
he was forced to send orders to his officers 
to deliver up the Princess Royal without 
contest. A Spanish officer was accordingly 
despatched to the offing wdth these orders, 
and the vessel was brought Into port, when 
she was seized and her officers and crew 
made prisoners. Her cargo, consisting of 
080 skins, was captured. Mr. Colnett, 
from the circumstances of his capture and 
loss of the ships and cargoes, became so 
deranged that he attempted to destroy 
himself. 

The next move made by Don Martinez 
was to transfer the Northwest America's 
late crew to the United States ship Colum 
bin, which, was about to sail for China 
The consort ship Washington was. permit- 
ted to remain trading on the coast, and was 
supplied wdth provisions from the Columbia, 
which previously had been obtained from 
the Argonaut uiid the Princess Royal. The 
Columbia, after calling southwards at I'ort 
Cox and getting all available skins aboard, 
set sail for China, Where she landed the 
crew of the Northwest America. They re- 
ported they saw the Argonaut proceed as a 
prize to San Bias, with her officers and 
men aboard as prisoners, and that the 
Princess Royal was shortly to follow with 
her crew also In the same manner. 

The record of the Infamous conduct of 
Don Martinez at Nootka during the summer 
of 1780, would be Incomplete without men- 
tion of the tragic end of Chief Clllllcum, 
who had shown such kindness to Captain 
Meares and his men. The sad event occur- 
red In the month of June. The particulars 
of the tragedy were received from the mas- 
ter of the Northwest America, who Is 
stated to have been " n young man of the 
most correct veracity, and who was a wit- 
ness of the Inhuman act." The record reads 
as follows: 

" Cnlllcum, his wife and child came In a 
small canoe alongside the l'rlncessn. the 
commodore's ship, with llsh. which, being 
taken from hlui in a rough and unwelcome 
manner, before he could present It to the 
commodore; the chief was so Incensed at 
this behavior that he Immediately left the 
ship, exclaiming, as he departed,' - Peshne ! 
I'eshnc ! ' the meaning of which Is Hail ! 
bud ! ' This conduct was considered so 
offensive that he was Immediately shot 
through the heart by a ball from the quar- 
ter-deck. The body, on receiving the bul- 
let, fell over the side of the canoe and sank. 
The wife. In a state of stupefaction, was 
taken, with her child, to the shore lis- 
some of her friends, who were witnesses of 
this Inhuman catastrophe. Shortly after- 
wards the father of Cnlllcum ventured on 
board the Spanish ship to beg permission 
to creen for the body beneath the water, 
when this sad request was refused, till the 
poor, n (Dieted savage had eollectel a suffi- 
cient number of .skins among Ids neighbors 
to purchase of Christians the privilege of 
giving sepulture to a son whom thev had 
murdered. The body was soon found, and 
followed to its place of Interment bv the 
lamenting widow, attended by all the In- 
habitants of the Sound, who expressed the 
keenest sorrow for n chief whom thev 
loved, and to whose virtues It becomes nu'r 
duty to give the grateful testimony of mer 
lted affection." Spnnlsb rule miist hnv 
been looked upon as «n abomination In th 
eyes of th.' natives at Nootka.
